WASHINGTON (AP)— Senate 
ratification of the nuclear non-

DMZ Attacked Twice 
By North Vietnamese 


SAIGON (AP)—North Vietnam­ 
ese troops attacked twice along 
the soughern edge of the de­ 
militarized 
zone 
Thursday, 
killing 18 South Vietnamese sol­ 
diers and six U.S. M arines,ac­ 
cording to battlefields reports 
received today. 
The first attack occurred be­ 
fore 
dawn 
when 400 enemy 
troops stormed a South Viet­ 
namese outpost with machine 
guns and small arms and killed 
or wounded nearly half of the 
150 defenders. 
Field reports said 18 govern­ 
ment soldiers were killed and 55 
were wounded.

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Unsurprising Possibility 


A Berkeley professor lias written a paper published in the 


Harvard Review reporting research indicating that black Ameri. 
cans taken as a group have a lower intelligence quotient than 
white Americans. And in his column on this page today, Joseph 
Alsop calls that mentioning the unmentionable. 


How accurate the professor's findings are may or may not be 


open to question. But they are certainly not unmentionable. 
Further, though they may be extremely important for many 
reasons, they have very little relation to the belated realization 
on the part of the majority of Americans that black people have 
not been accorded treatment equal to that accorded white people 
— or even red or yellow people—and that they have every legal 
and moral right to be. 


Even if most black persons were lower than other persons in 


abilities as measured by presently intelligence tests, they 
would still be entitled to equal treatment and equal opportunity. 
And it isn't argued that most blacks are of a low level of intel- 
ligence, nor that there are not extremely brilliant persons 
among them. 


The Berkeley researcher that columnist Alsop refers to is 


Arthur R. Jensen, professor of educational psychology and vice 
president of the American Research Association. What he claims 
to have found is that even after allowing for environmental con. 
ditions, the I.Q. average of black Americans is lower than that 
of white Americans. 


There is really nothing surprising about that. It might have been 
the other way around, of course. And with another battery of 
tests measuring different abilities, it very likely would be. 
But considering the different conditions under which the races 
have developed back through the ages, it would be odd to assume 
that the groups would now measure up exactly the same. 


We are talking of groups, mind you. Some black men have 


more ability as shown by any test than most white men. And, 
Of course, some have much less. You could turn it around and 
the result would be the same. 


What the averages on both sides total up to seems rather un« 


important as applied to social and political questions. But 
its all right to mention it if you have a liking for obscure statis.

WASHINGTON 
— It has now 


been a little over one year since 
President Nixon, speaking in the 
New Hampshire primary last 
February, said he had a plan to 
end the war in Vietnam. It was 
a statement he repeated several 
times during the campaign, with 
the explanation that he did not 
want to reveal his plan for fear 
of complicating peace negotia- 
tions. He would reveal it after 
his election, he said. 
It has now been more than four 
months since his election, and 
approximately two months since 
he 
became 
President, and 


still no peace plan for Vietnam 
has been revealed. 
While the American public is 
generally 
tolerant 
of a new 


President and willing to give 
him time to make good on cam- 
paign promises, there is one 
basic fact which experienced 
diplomats say Mr. Nixon must 
learn. 
This is that international cris- 
es will not wait. They are vol- 
atile, not static; they change 
from day to day, usually for the 
worse, and no PR man, no Madi- 
son Avenue techniques, can 
change this. 
Specifically, events have not 
stood still in the Near East, 
where a new war could break 
out any moment. 
And they have not stood still 
in Vietnam, where the war has 
escalated and North Vietnam 
has resumed shelling both mili- 
tary 
targets and the cities, 


while no attempt was made to 
conduct private talks in Paris 
for seven weeks. 


PROBLEMS IN VIETNAM 


Events in Southeast Asia have 


become much less conducive to 
peace. 
First, the North Vietnamese 
obviously are doing what the 
United States previously did— 
stepping up their military oper- 
ation in order to negotiate from 
strength. 
Second, the bitter controversy 
between Russia and Red China 
has weakened Russian influence 
in North Vietnam, where Mos- 
cow used its influence 
pre- 


viously on the side of the Uni- 
ted States. Now the Chinese are 
vigorously courting the North 
Vietnamese, 
with a corres- 


ponding rise in influence in 
Hanoi. 
Finally, here at home, draft 
calls in the universities are due 
to escalate about 500 per cent 
soon. 
All this could revive for Nixon 
the headaches Johnson suffered 
before he announced his bomb- 
ing pause last March. 


PROBLEMS IN NEAR EAST 
Rapidly moving events in the 


Near East could make life even 
more difficult for Mr. Nixon. 
First, President Nasser has 
turned down the bid, discreetly 
and unofficially tendered by for- 
mer Gov. William Scranton of 
Pennsylvania, to resume diplo- 
matic relations between Egypt 
and the United States. The State 
Department is not advertising 
this cold shoulder. 


Second, the recent bombard- 
ment along the Suez Canal is a 
direct Egyptian violation of a 
stern order by Russia not to 
provoke 
the Israelis. This 


means that either the Russians 
lifted their ban in order to goad 
Mr. Nixon; or else the Egyptians 
have decided to give their Rus- 
sian allies the back of their hand. 
Either is serious, and could 
result in another real war be- 
tween 
the Israelis and the 


Arabs. 


It was Mr. Nixon himself, 
in his first press conference, 
who called attention to the ser- 
ious consequences of such a

ON MENTIONING THE

WASHINGTON —The unspeak- 
able has been spoken. The un- 
mentionable has been mention- 
ed. And I would like to enter a 
qualified but vigorous dissent. 
Arthur R. Jensen, professor 
of educational psychology at 
Berkeley and vice president of 
the American Educational Re- 
search Assn., is the man who 
has mentioned the unmention- 
able. In a formidable paper in 
the Harvard Educational Re- 
view, he has said that human 
intelligence depends far more 
upon heredity than upon in- 
vironment. 
Thus 
he 
has frontally at- 


tacked the general belief that 
the poor performance of the 
children in the ghetto schools 
results, directly and almost 
exclusively, from the ghetto 
environment. Nor has he stop- 
ped there. 
He has gone on to say, with a 
vast mass of figures seeming to 
prove his claim, that, on aver- 
age, the IQs of black Ameri- 
cans are about 15 points lower 
than 
the 
IQs of white Amer- 


icans. In part, this is merely 
an assertion that, on average, 
unsuccessful 
Americans are 


less intelligent than successul 
Americans. 


In other words, children of 


white families of low social- 
economic status have substan- 
tially lower average IQs than 
children from white families 
of higher status, as is also true 
of black children of difiering 
backgrounds. Yet Dr. Jensen 
insists that even after making 
allowance for this poor-rich 
differential there is also a 
clearly detectableracialdiffer- 
ence. 
For example, he prints com- 


parative 
figures obtained by 


Prof. Rick Heber of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin on percen- 
tages of children with IQs be- 
low 75 (or near to mental retar- 
dation) in white and black fam- 
ilies at five levels of social- 
economic status. At the highest- 
status level there was already 
a difference, though a trifling 
difference, between the whites 
and the blacks. 


But at level two, the low-lQ 
children were only eight-tenths 
of 1% of the white sample, 
against 14.5% Of the black sam- 
ple. And this divergence was 
found all down the line so that 
in the lowest -level group there 
were 7.8% of low-lQ children 
among the whites, against 42.9% 
of low-IQ black children. 
This makes grim reading, un- 
less someone can disprove Dr. 
Jensen, Dr. Heber and all the 
other factual data Dr. Jensen 
quotes. It must above all be 
noted, of course, that Dr. Jensen 
is dealing in percentages. 


Hence his figures also mean 


that there are great numbers of 
very able, indeed brilliant, 
black Americans, far above the 
white average and fully as in- 
telligent as the very ablest 
whites. Otherwise this gap be- 
tween black and white aver- 


age IQs would be much great- 
er. 
Yet there 
is no use being 


mealy-mouthed 
about it. Dr. 


Jensen is really saying that, in 
addition 
to the handicaps 


wickedly imposed by prejudice 
and discrimination, the average 
black American begins the race 
of life with a detectable gene- 
tic handicap. And for the unduly 
large group of black Americans 
with IQs below 75, this handi- 
cap is grave enough to constitute 
a really massive problem in a 
high-technical society. 


If Dr. Jensen's data cannot 


be 
successfully 
challenged 


(which seems unlikely), what 
then is one to say about his 
thesis? The first thing to say 
is 
that Dr. Jensen has failed 


to stress the crucial genetic 
role of both culture and history. 
This means, quite simply, that 
any 
hum an-breeding popula- 


tion's 
culture 
and history 


can 
greatly 
influence 
the 


group's heredity, by biasing 
the selective process in one 
direction or the other. 


Thus both Chinese and Jewish 


cultures and histories have in 
different ways biased selection 
in favor of intelligence, and Chi- 
nese and Jewish children have 
substantially higher 
average 


IQs than other children. The 
same, one may be sure, is 
true of Biafra's wretched Ibos. 
Ibo culture has always placed 
an enormous premium on achie- 
vement and on status. Select- 
ion has therefore favored high 
achievers. Hence the Ibos have 
regularly and quite vastly out- 
performed other Nigerians; and 
this is the real root of the Bia- 
fran tragedy. 


Viewed in this light, Dr. Jen- 
sen's findings only underline 


the solumn duty of thewhite ma- 
jority to aid the black minority 
to escape from exclusion into 
equal opportunity. For slavery, 
discrimination and injustices 
have been the history of Amer- 
ica's black minority, by no 
fault of theirs; and these ex- 
periences, too, have mainly 
shaped 
their 
culture— not 


without having an effect, one 
may be sure, on all the data 
Dr. Jensen has collected. 


Yet the central fault of Dr, 
Jensen's remarkable, deeply 
disturbing paper is something 
else again. Quite simply, it is 
the bland dismissal of the only 
lever we can use to enable the 
black 
minority to compete on 


equal 
terms 
with all other 


Americans.

and moral right to be. 


Even if most black persons were lower than other persons in 
abilities as measured by present-day Intelligence tests, they 
would still be entitled to equal treatment and equal opportunity. 
And It isn't argued that most blacks are of a low level of intel­ 
ligence, nor that there are not extremely brilliant persons 
among them. 


The Berkeley researcher that columnist Alsop refers to is 
Arthur R. Jensen, professor of educational psychology and vice 
president of the American Research Association.

ON MENTIONING THE 
UNMENTIONABLE 
WASHINGTON -The unspeak­ 
able has been spoken. The un­ 
mentionable has been mention­ 
ed. And I would like to enter a 
qualified but vigorous dissent. 
Arthur R. Jensen, professor 
of educational psychology at 
Berkeley and vice president of 
the American Educational Re­ 
search Assn., is the man who 
has mentioned the unmention­ 
able. in a formidable paper in 
the Harvard Educational Re­ 
view, he has said that human 
intelligence depends far more 
ipon heredity than upon in- 
vironment. 
Thus he has frontally at­ 
tacked the general belief that 
the poor performance of the 
children in the ghetto schools 
results, directly and almost 
exclusively, from the ghetto 
environment. Nor has he stop­ 
ped there. 
He has gone on to say, with a 
vast mass of figures seeming to 
prove his claim, that, on aver­ 
age, the IQs of black Ameri­ 
cans are about 15 points lower 
than the IQs of white Amer­ 
icans. In part, this is merely 
an assertion that, on average, 
unsuccessful Americans are 
less intelligent than successul 
Americans. 
In other words, children of 
white families of low social- 
economic status have substan­ 
tially lower average IQs than 
children frohn white families 
of higher status, as is also true 
of black children of differing 
backgrounds. Yet Dr. Jensen 
insists that even after making 
allowance for this poor-rich 
differential there is also a 
clearly detectable racial differ­ 
ence.

mealy-mouthed about it. Dr. 
Jensen is really saying ttxat, in 
addition 
to the handicaps 
wickedly Imposed by prejudice 
and discrimination, the average 
black American begins the race 
of life with a detectable gene­ 
tic handicap. And for the unduly 
large group of black Americans 
with IQs below 75, this handi­ 
cap is grave enough to constitute 
a really massive problem In a 
high-technical society. 
If Dr. Jensen’s data cannot 
be 
successfully challenged 
(which seems unlikely), what 
then is one to say about his 
thesis? The first thing to say 
is that Dr. Jensen has failed 
to stress the crucial genetic 
role of both culture and history. 
This means, quite simply, that 
any human-breeding popula­ 
tion’s 
culture and history 
can greatly influence the 
group’s heredity, by biasing 
the selective process in one 
direction or the other. 
Thus both Chinese and Jewish 
cultures and histories have in 
different ways biased selection 
in favor of intelligence, and Chi - 
nese and Jewish children have 
substantially higher average 
IQs than other children. The 
same, one may be sure, is 
true of Biafra’s wretched Ibos. 
Ibo culture has always placed 
an enormous premium on achie­ 
vement and cm status. Select­ 
ion has therefore favored high 
achievers. Hence the Ibos have 
regularly and quite vastly out­ 
performed other Nigerians; and 
this is the real root of the Bia- 
fran tragedy. 
Viewed in this light, Dr. Jen­ 
sen’s findings only underline 


the solumn duty of the white ma­ 
jority to aid the black minority 
to escape from exclusion into 
equal opportunity. For slavery, 
discrimination and injustices 
have been the history of Amer­ 
ica’s black minority, by no 
fault of theirs; and these ex­ 
periences, too, have mainly 
shaped 
their culture— not 
without having an effect, one 
may be sure, on all the data 
Dr. Jensen has collected. 
Yet the central fault of Dr. 
Jensen’s remarkable, deeply 
disturbing paper is something 
else again. Quite simply, it is 
the bland dismissal of the only 
lever we can use to enable the 
black minority to compete on 
equal terms with all other 
Americans.

NEW YORK (AP) -T he re­ 
cent increase in the wholesale 
price of gasoline, expected to 
add a cent a gallon at the pump. 
Isn't an Isolated instance of the 
Inflationary pressures endan­ 
gering the economy. 
Perhaps it was moro promi­ 
nently publicized, mainly be­ 
cause gasoline is used by almost 
every family in America.

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For example, he prints com­ 
parative figures obtained by 
Prof. Rick Heber of the Univer­ 
sity of Wisconsin on percen­ 
tages of children with IQs be­ 
low 75 (or near to mental retar­ 
dation) in white and black fam­ 
ilies at five levels of social- 
economic status. At the highest- 
status level there was already 
a difference, though a trifling 
difference, between the whites 
and the blacks. 
But at level two, the low-IQ 
children were only eight-tenths 
of 1% of the white sample, 
against 14.5% of the black sam­ 
ple. And this divergence was 
found all down the line so that 
in the lowest -level group there 
were 7.8% of low-lQ children 
among the whites, against 42.9% 
of low-IQ black children. 
This makes grim reading, un­ 
less someone can disprove Dr. 
Jensen, Dr. Heber and all the 
other factual data Dr. Jensen 
quotes. It must above all be 
noted, of course, that Dr. Jensen 
is dealing in percentages. 
Hence his figures also mean 
that there are great numbers of 
very able, indeed brilliant, 
black Americans, far above the 
white average and fully as in­ 
telligent as the very ablest 
whites. Otherwise this gap be­ 
tween black and white aver-

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THE UNPLEASANT mem­ 
ories of an anesthesia during 
childhood are never completely 
erased. Adults of any age can 
distinctly describe every ter­ 
rorizing moment of their first 
hospital experience. They can 
remember the actual smell of 
the e t h e r and the peculiar 
sensation a s- 
sociated with 
it.In many in­ 
stances. th e 
r e m o v a l of 
tonsils, or an 
operation fo r 
hernia, or an 
ey e condition 
may have been 
the reason for 
that ether an­ 
esthesia. In a 
remarkable p e r c e n t a g e of 
cases, this single experience 
may be the only hospital ill­ 
ness encountered until later in 
adult life. The terror, the re­ 
call of the nausea, and the 
odor of ether affect the tran­ 
quility of another hospital ex­ 
perience, should it become 
necessary. Many patients, in 
fact, deliberately delay an 
operation because they are so 
afraid of a repetition of their 
first association with ether. 
The science of anesthesiolo­ 
gy has progressed in the past 
twenty-five years. Ether has 
been replaced by a number of 
excellent drugs that have little 
or no after-effects. They are 
easier to take than ether, the 
postoperative nausea is dimin­ 
ished. and more important, the 
safety of the techniques now 
used is infinitely greater. 
The doctors trained in the 
specialty o f anesthesiologv 
have expanded their horizons 
of understanding, which in­ 
clude a greater awareness of 
the psychological factors in­ 
volved^ Their support of the 
patient before and after sur­ 
gery’. coupled with their more 
delicate use of better and saf­ 
er anesthetics, should brine 
great comfort to those who 
are planning surgery. No oper-

ation should be delayed be­ 
cause of the unpleasant mem­ 
ory of an experience that need 
no longer occur.

A pins and needles sensa­ 
tion of the feet and legs dur­ 
ing the day, and muscle 
cramps during the night, may 
be caused by some impairment 
of circulation of the blood 
through fhe arteries. Occasion­ 
ally, nighttime cramps may 
occur because of the position 
during sleep and be unrelated 
to circulatory problems. These 
cramps are painful and fright­ 
ening, but they are of no great 
medical importance. Some 
physicians suggest the use of 
quinine to relieve the pain and 
frequency of n i g h t t i m e 
cramps. In m a n y instances, 
this is very effective. 
The tingling sensation is 
known as paresthesia and 
when accompanied by discol­ 
oration of the feet, is of much 
more serious consequence. Leg 
cramps that occur after walk­ 
ing a short distance, in addi­ 
tion to these tingling sensa­ 
tions, definitely deserve to be 
studied to track down the 
basic cause. Tobacco, espe­ 
cially in the young, and ar­ 
teriosclerosis in the elderly, 
are the most common causes 
of such muscular cramps.

Nuts, especially peanuts, can 
be exceedingly dangerous to 
young children. Too often, the 
peanut is inhaled into the 
child’s lung and causes a great 
deal of trouble.

SAFEGUARDING YOUR TEEN-AGER AGAINST DRUGS - 5 
Spotting Narcotics Addict Not Easy; 
'Sure Signs' Lead Snooper Astray

How do you know that some- 
one is taking mind -affecting 
drugs ? 


Often there are telltale signs. 
But authorities warn that any- 
one making himself a self-ap- 
pointed, suspicious detective 
faces pitfalls in interpreting 
such signs as sure indications 
of drug use or abuse. 
One 
reason 
is that other 


drugs, prescribed for medical 
conditions, 
can produce the 


same signs or effects. The sus- 
pected "drug taker" may ac- 
tually be ill, or injured. 
Another reason is that a per- 
son's behavior — if he seems 
depressed or lethargic, or gay 
and outgoing — may be only a 
purely emotional reaction to 
some experience or news that 
made him feel moody or excit- 
ed. 
One general sign of drug abuse 
or dependence can be a break 
in the usual pattern of a per- 
son's life. But such a switch 
in interests and behavior can 
also stem from other causes, 
particularly during adolescent 
year with their customary and 
rather natural roller-coaster 
swings from enthusiasm to de- 
pression. 


Use of marijuana is difficult 
to detect. 
The person using it frequently 
may have reddened eyes and di- 
lated pupils. But the redness of 
the eyes can also be caused by 
conjunctivitis or "pink eye" in- 
fection. 
In early stages of using mari- 
juana, the person may be stim- 
ulated and very animated, or be - 
have in a silly fashion. Later 
on, he may seem sleepy or stu- 
por ous. 


Marijuana has a characteris- 
tic acrid odor, like burned al- 
falfa or rope, that may cling to 
clothing for a few hours. 
There are no blood or urine 
tests to detect marijuana, or 
LSD. 


Drug authorities estimate that 
pot smoking is going up among 
high school students, but they 
have no reliable figures. In 
some schools, marijuana is be- 
coming quite popular, says Dr. 
Henry 
Brill, former vice- 


chairman of the Narcotics Ad- 
diction Control Commission of 
New York State. 


"But, like sex, there may be 
a lot of boasting talk about mari- 
juana rather than actual indul- 
gence in it," he says. "On the 
other hand, marijuana is com- 
ing to be regarded by many stu- 
dents as a badge of youth, like 
taking a drink or smoking a reg- 
ular cigarette." 


In some colleges, 20 to 30 


per cent or more of students 
may have experimented with 
pot, according to various esti- 
mates. 


LSD may make the pupils of 


the eyes dilate, so that a person 
who has recently taken a suffi- 
cient dose may wear dark sun- 
glasses, even indoors. But, 
again, this same effect can be 
brought on by a medication, like 
an antlhlstamine that contains 
atropine. Or young people may 
wear their sunglasses out of af- 
fectation, or plain forgetful - 
ness. 


The LSD user, depending on the 
drug dose and his reaction, is 
usually not disoriented, one ex- 
pert says. He can usually 
straighten up and give an im- 
pression nothing is wrong. He 
may be inclined to sit or lie 
quietly, in a dream -like state, 
but also may become highly agi- 
tated. 
Up to five per cent of college 
students may have tried LSD 
at the height of Its popularity, 
Dr. Dana L. Farnsworth, Har- 
vard University psychiatrist, 
estimates. Now, with dangers 
or 
potential 
dangers of the 


drug better known, probably un- 
der one per cent are experimen- 
ting with it or using it frequen- 
tly. 
Pep pills or amphetamines 
can cause a variety of effects. 
Small doses make a person 
more alert, and reduce his need 
for sleep. 
These drugs suppress appetite 
— one reason they are pres- 
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crlbed by physicians sometimes 
is to aid in weight reduction— 
and reduce the sense of fatigue. 
The abuser may be restless and 
nervous, may become very talk- 
ative, or have delusions. 
Amphetamines 
produce 
a 


drying effect on mucous mem- 
branes of the mouth and nose. 
Bad breath and frequent lick- 
ing of the lips may result. 
Barbiturates — thegoofballs — 


may make a person appear 
drunk, but with no odor of al- 
cohol on his breath. With a 
small amount, he may feel more 
relaxed, sociable, and good- 
humored. Larger doses can 
cause thick speech, clumsy or 
slowed 
movements, drowsi- 


ness and poor judgment. 
The person drugged on heroin 
and other narcotics usually ap- 
pears sleepy and lethargic, or 
even very intoxicated. Pupils of 
the eye may be constricted, not 
responding to light. 
Finding hypodermic needles 
and other equipment on his per- 
son, or hidden away, is of course 
a give-away. The regular heroin 
user likely wears long sleeves 
even on hot days to hide needle 
marks on his arms. 
Heroin is rarely used on col- 
lege campuses, says Dr. Ken- 
neth Keniston, Yale psycholo- 
gist. It and other "hard" nar- 
cotics are the least of the drug 
use problem among students and 
young people, he says. 
Except in the instance of need - 
le marks on the arms, none of 
the signs or symptoms de- 
scribed above are sure-fire 
clues someone is taking drugs. 
Experts warn you should not 
jump to conclusions because 
you detect any of these symp- 
toms.

Spotting Narcotics Addict Not Easy¡ 
ñflure Signs’iLead Snooper AstrayMi

How do you know that «orne­ 
an* la taking mind-affecting 
drugs? 
Often there are telltale signs. 
But authorities warn that any­ 
one making himself a self-ap­ 
pointed, 
suspicious detective 
faces pitfalls in Interpreting 
such signs as sure indications 
of drug use or abuse. 
One 
reason 
U that other 
drugs, prescribed for medical 
conditions, 
can produce the 
same signs or effects. The sus­ 
pected “drug taker” may ac­ 
tually be 111, or Injured. 
Another reason Is that a per­ 
son’s behavior —. If he seems 
depressed or lethargic, or gay 
and outgoing — may be only a 
purely emotional reaction to 
some experience or news that 
made him feel moody or excit­ 
ad. 
One general sign of drug abuse 
or dependence can be a break 
In the usual pattern of a per­ 
son’s Ufe. But such a switch 
In Interests and behavior can 
also stem from other causes, 
particularly during adolescent 
year with their customary and 
rather natural roller-coaster 
swings from enthusiasm to de­ 
pression. 
Use of marijuana is difficult 
to detect. 
The person using it frequently 
may have reddened eyes and di­ 
lated pupils. But the redness of 
the eyes can also be caused by 
conjunctivitis or “ pink eye” in­ 
fection. 
In early stages of using m ari­ 
juana, the person may be stim ­ 
ulated and very animated, or be - 
have in a silly fashion. Later 
on, he may seem sleepy or stu­ 
porous. 
Marijuana has a characteris­ 
tic acrid odor, like burned al­ 
falfa or rope, that may cling to 
clothing for a few hours. 
There are no blood or urine 
tests to detect marijuana, 
or 
LSD. 


Drug authorities estimate that 
pot smoking Is going up among 
high school students, but they 
have no reliable figures. In 
some schools, marijuana is be­ 
coming quite popular, says Dr. 
Henry 
Brill, 
former 
vice- 
chairman of the Narcotics Ad­ 
diction Control Commission of 
New York State. 
“ But, like sex, there may be 
a lot of boasting talk about marl - 
juana rather than actual indul­ 
gence in it,” he says. “ On the 
other hand, marijuana is com­ 
ing to be regarded by many stu­ 
dents as a badge of youth, like 
taking a drink or smoking a reg­ 
ular cigarette.” 


In some colleges, 20 to 30 
per cent or more of students 
may have experimented with 
pot, according to various esti­ 
mates. 
LSD may make the pupils of 
the eyes dilate, so that a person 
who has recently taken a suffi­ 
cient dose may wear dark sun- 
g l a s s e s , 
even indoors. But, 
again, this same effect can be 
brought on by a medication, like 
an antihistamine that contains 
atropine. Or young people may 
wear their sunglasses out of af­ 
fectation, or plain forgetful­ 
ness. 


The LSD user, depending on the 
drug dose and his reaction, is 
usually not disoriented, one ex­ 
pert says. 
He can 
usually 
straighten up and give an im­ 
pression nothing is wrong. He 
may be inclined to sit or lie 
quietly, in a dream-like state, 
but also may become highly agi­ 
tated. 
Up to five per cent of college 
students may have tried LSD 
at the height of its popularity, 
Dr. Dana L. Farnsworth, Har­ 
vard University psychiatrist, 
estimates. Now, with dangers 
or potential dangers of the 
drug better known, probably un­ 
der one per cent are experimen­ 
ting with it or using it frequen­ 
tly. 
Pep pills or 
amphetamines 
can cause a variety of effects. 
Small doses 
make a person 
more alert, and reduce his need 
for sleep. 
These drugs suppress appetite 
_ one reason they are pres- 
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crlbed by physicians sometimes 
is to aid in weight reduction— 
and reduce the sens* of fatigue. 
The abuser may be restless and 
nervous, may become very talk­ 
ative, or have delusions. 
Amphetamines 
produce 
a 
drying effect on mucous mem­ 
branes of the mouth and no6*. 
Had breath and frequent llck- 
ftSf of the Itpe may result. 
Barbiturates — thegoofballs — 
may make 
a person appear 
drunk, but with no odor of al­ 
cohol on his breath. With a 
small amount, he may feel more 
relaxed, sociable, and good- 
humored. 
L a r g e r doses can 
cause thick speech, clumsy or 
slowed 
movements, drowsi­ 
ness and poor judgment. 
The person drugged on heroin 
and other narcotics usually ap­ 
pears sleepy and lethargic, or 
even very Intoxicated. Pupils of 
the eye may be constricted, not 
responding to light. 
Finding hypodermic needles 
and other equipment on his per­ 
son, or hidden away, Is of course 
a give-away. The regular heroin 
user likely wears long sleeves 
even on hot days to hide needle 
marks on his arms. 
Heroin Is rarely used on col­ 
lege campuses, says Dr. Ken­ 
neth Keniston, Yale psycholo­ 
gist. It and other “ hard” nar­ 
cotics are the least of the drug 
use problem among students and 
young people, he says. 
Except in the instance of need- 
le marks on the arms, none of 
the signs or symptoms de­ 
scribed above are sure-fire 
clues someone is taking drugs. 
Experts warn you should not 
jump to conclusions because 
you detect any of these symp­ 
toms.

ervoir at Inks Creek basin, Belle Mill Reservoir at Antelope 
Creek, and the Galatin and Paskenta Newville to the southwest 
in the Thomas and Elder Creek drainages. 


Of all these stream areas, Cottonwood Creek tops the list in 


largest magnitude during peak flooding according to the recent 
reports made by the DepaxtmentofWaterResources.lt states that 
Cottonwood and Cow Creek are the largest individual contribu- 
tors to the flood flows of the Sacramento River. 


It would seem to us that the proposed dams for Cottonwood 


might be to a great advantage to all concerned. Especially fish 
and fishermen. We have been cuttingdams all these past years but 
it seems we will have to take a bow to some. We must concede 
that a dam on Cottonwood Creek as proposed by Water Resources 
would be great. 


Their reports states that Cottonwood Creek is the largest 


remaining uncontrolled tributary between Ord Ferry and Shasta 
Dam. It accounts for approximately 25 per cent of the mean annual 
runoff and 25 to 30 per cent of the peak flood flows that originate 
between Shasta and Red Bluff. The mean annual runoff of Cotton- 
wood Creek is said to be about 550,000 acre feet of water. A 
maximum peak discharge of 60,000 cfs was recorded in December 
1964. We should like to report more on the Cottonwood drainage 
later. 


Spring salmon catches are showing up here and there. Wed- 


nesday we tried below the dam with negative results. However, 
one boat from Chico took six salmon near the sheep hole on T55 
flatfish. Harold Hulbert said he caught one yesterday just below 
the mouth of Battle Creek near the willows using roe. He was 
fishing from the bank. The best action seems to be coming from 
the lower river area. Miller's will be showing some action in 
their area. That's 3-miles below the dam. Incidentally, if you 
are putting your boat in at the dam ramp, don't back in too far 
because sand is piled up there and also at the upper lake ramp and 
they haven't been cleared as yet. You can still get the boat in 
though.

Three dead gray whales have 
washed up on California beach- 
es in the past week, raising 
concern that the Santa Barbara 
oil slick may lead to mass 
deaths for the gigantic mam- 
mals. 
Dr. Robert T. Orr, curator 
of mammals 
for California 


Academy of Science, said there 
is real scientific concern for 
the fate of some 8,000 Pacific 
gray whales. 
The whales are beginning their 
annual 
migration 
from 
the 


breeding grounds off BajaCali- 
fornia 
into w i n t e r feeding 


grounds in Alasan waters. 
Autopsies will be performed 
on all three dead whales by 
the U. S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service, Dr. Orr said. 


A whale which washed ashore 
at the foot of Golden Gate Park, 
at Ocean Beach, was hauled to 
Richmond 
Whaling 
Station 


for an autopsy, but the results 
were inconclusive. 


Dr. Orr said the autopsy re- 
vealed oil in the whale's ba- 
leen, which are ridges in its 
mouth for straining seawater 
to filter out food, mostly tiny 
shrimp. 
He said the autopsy on the 


Ocean Beach whale failed to 
disclose the cause of death. A 
gash on the whale may have 
been caused by a ship after the 
animal 
was dead, he said. 


Dr. Orr said he learned Wed- 
nesday of two other dead whales. 
One washed ashore at Pacific 
Manor near Pacifica, one mile 
south of Mussel Rock. 
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missal or firing of students or

Veysey said the select com- 
mittee will make a report on 
possible legislation —advice he 
expects will be followed by the 
two committees that will actual- 
ly hear the some 70 bills on the 
subject now before the legisla- 
ture.
